Mr. Coolidge.'left the national capital, 
breaking a long period of isolation 
here.' simply to do honor to the Nor- 
wegians who celebrate their centenn- 
ial. The occasion was a big enough one 
for him to attend. That's the surface 
meaning and the predomlnent thought 
in the president's mind. 


But politics is inescapable even be- 


tween campaigns and there Is no de- 
nying the 
incidental opportunities 


which the western trip affords the 
president to touch the biggest politi- 
cal problem of his „ administration— 
the "rebellious west" in congress. 


Mr. Coolidge has 
some excellent 


political advisers and they have been 
looking forward for some time to" the 
northwestern trip believing it would 
be the rallying point of future cam- 
paigns. The Scandinavian population 
is a big factor in tho votes of Minne- 
sota. Wisconsin and North Dakota. • 


While one trip to the west is not 


enough to win an election, or any 
group within, it, nevertheless there is 
a. plain compliment in the willingness 
of President Coolidge to travel more 
than a thousand miles in-the summer 
season just to please a group of for- 
eign birth and ancestry.. .Mr. Cool- 
idge has been paying attention, too, 
to other groups 
in the 
electorate, 


making speeches and writing letters 
from Washington. It Is a part of his 
duty, as he sees it, to weld the groups 
into a feeling of greater devotion; if 
possible, to .the'*ideals of America.

THWARTING JUSTICE 


There is much to be learned by the pub- 


lic if it follows the turns and meanderings 
in a certain murder trial now going on in 
Chicago. Reference is made to the Shep- 
herd case fast becoming famous, or in- 
famous. as you may choose to call it. "We 
do 7iot refer particularly to the fact that 
three weeks have been spent in a fruitless 
endeavor to obtain a jury to try the de- 
fondant nor to the laxity under the stat- 
ufe law that permits of such a w.aste of 
public moneys, nor yet to the obvious pur- 
pose of so many men called for jury ser- 
vice in giving apparently fictitious excuses 
to avoid the duty of serving even if the 
trial be long and tedious. 
Injurious as 


these tendencies are in getting good juries 
and helpful as they always are to defen- 
dants in escaping from just punishments 
that are their due, there is another phase 
of the case which is. rapidly developing 
and which is much more injurious to the 
cause of justice even than those men- 
tioned. 


On the eve of trial an important wit- 


ness is missing : a. few days later, another 
important witness disappears from the 
IState and goes beyond the reach of the 
subpoena of the court : during the exam- 
ination of jurymen to test their qualifica- 
tions to. serve, one of such prospective 
jurors states that he was approached by a 
person who said that he would do well 
financially to qualify as a juror and stick 
out for the defendant. It is claimed that 
the person who made the statement to such 
prospective juror was in the employ of the 
attorneys for the defendant. 


Everyone, and certainly a man on trial 


for his life, is entitled to the most me- 
ticulously fair trial. There is no pretense 
here of knowledge or conviction concern- 
ing the merits of the Shepherd case nor 
the alleged charges against his attorneys 
but the suggested charges bring to at- 
tention and should focus the public mind 
upon the practices which have been quite 
freely used in important trials in the larg- 
er cities. They indicate the real, the un- ' 
deriving cause of the statement 'that, the 
man witht money so often succeeds in 
court. The public jumps to the conclusion 
that the courts favor those with money- 
'and influence. 
The real truth is exactly 


the contrary. The improper use of money 
in trials seldom, very seldom, affects the 
judge, or the court so called-. 
But the 


State in all these trials must prove its 
case. In order to prove its case it must 
bring forth witnesses. Very often the 
number of witnesses is limited. Men gen- 
erally do not commit crimes in the face of 
a multitude' The improper use of money 
in trials is. in the .majority of cases, aimed 
at influencing, or spiriting away witness- 
es or in influencing jurors. 
The weak- 


ness in our system is merely the -weakness 
of the witnesses and the weaknesses of 
some jurors in submitting to the influence 
aimed at them. 
Oft times the influence 


partakes of threats or coercion of witness- 
es. attempts to convince them that they 
will be greatly shamed and attacked if 
they testify to the facts as they believe 
them to be. 


The surprising part of this situation is 


that some attorneys with reputations as 
jury or witness fixers, continue to practice 
law in the larger cities with apparent 
prosperity and with seemingly great dis- 
regard for anything excepting to get the 
men they defeed free. 
One corrupted 


juror will prevent a conviction. Two or 
three disagreements of juries lire out the 
State. 
Thus in many instances do the 


guilty walk out of prisons from which they 
never should be srced. 


Attorneys who employ such methods 


are <ioing more harm to the structure of 
government than '-an be fully appre- 
ciated in any one case. They, more 5'nan 
anyone els**, nrf responsible for ihe con- 
viction in the minds of so many men that 
money wins at court.

Strychnin is pretty well known as a deadly pois- 


_>n. 
Knd most people are s>enslblo enough to have 


nothing: to do with such a poison, or If they must 
'.andlc It nt all. to use the utmost care and caution. 
Yet strychnin poisoning is responsible for most of 
he fatalities from accidental poisoning in children. 
\ccording to statistics glvten out by the largest 
\merlcan life insurance company, thero were 78 
deaths from 'accidental poisoning: among children 
nsured in the company's industrial depaitment in 
,924. and strychnin was the poison responsible for 
he fatalities in the greatest number of cases. 24. 
Lye and other corrosive alkalis were second, with 
six fatalities. Then there were 12 other kinds of 
poisons responsible for the remaining 43 deaths. 


When a child succumbs to accidental strychnin 


poisoning, somebody ought to be punished for crlm- 
nal negligence or carelessness or cupidity, as the 
case may be.;<for almost Invariably one of these 
actors is found contributor}-, though perhaps char- 
tably omitted from the death certificate. 


In the 24 fatalities among Insured children, the

irocaution against improper or wrnog use of ihe 
•nedicine containing the poison, and that surely 
calls for discrimination in trie dispensing of such 
•nedicines. Perhaps a few physicians are careless 
about dispensing medicines of this class, but in 
great majority of cases of strychnin poisoning in 
children the poison has been dispensed not by a 
hysician but by some merchant who either knows 
hat the medicine he is selling so indiscriminately 
:ontains strychnin. I repeat that when, a child is 
.ccldentally poisoned by (such medicines, the per- 
on who dispensed the medicine should be held to 
iccountability, be he doctor, druggist or mail or- 
er merchant. It is nothing less than a scandal and 
a crime that It is possible for anybody to purchase 
nough of this deadly poison, strychnin, in what 
jurports to be harmless medicine, to kill a child, 
and without any concern to or restrict-on by the 
aw. Cupidity of this sort is too commonly en- 
couraged and protected by the law. 


Strychnin should be procurable only on a phys- 


cian's prescription, and restrictions at least as 
are'ully observed as are those placed around the 
purchase of morphin ought to be fixed by the law 
emulating the sale and possession of such a poison. 
There are doubtless a million homes right now 
•vhere medicines containing strychnin are carelessly 
eft around within the reach of children. Is yours 
iuch a home?

Washington, D. C.—Does the opu- 


lent gentleman who signs the hotel 
register with a flourish demand nowa- 
days, as he once did. an outside front 
room, not too high* up—not above the 
tnird or fourth floor? Ho does not! 


He asks for an inside room, as far 


back from the street as possible, and 
as near the sky as he can get with- 
out camping on the roof, stipulating 
only that the room be so situated that 
It will be light and afford ample ven- 
tilation. 


There Is a reason for this, ol 


course, and If this were a crossword 
puzzle It would be set forth'that the 
reason Is a five-letter word that ex- 
plains why city folks are troubled 
with insomnia, and no one 
haveto look In the dictionary or rack 
his brains to get the word—noise. 


And It's mainly motor traffic noise 


that has put the inside and rear 
rooms of hotels on the preferred list. 
The opulent gentleman who Is accus- 
tomed to getting what he wants has 
learned that If he wants to sleep, or 
even be able to. hear himself think, in 
his hotel room he must be as far as 
possible from 
the 
turmoil of 
the 


street. He must get away from the 
pumping whir of the self-starters, the 
roar of the engines, the back-fire ex- 
plosions, the grinding of gears, the 
shrieking .of brakes, the honking ol 
horns, and all the other noises that 
feature motor traffic. 


It is no solution of the problem to 


build new hotels outside the congest^ 
ed districts. The modern caravansary 
with its thousands of rooms that wil:

takes congestion and, traffic with 11 
wherever 'it goes. Experts say there is 
no escaping It—the world of today Is 
necessarily
